Social Security 


Twenty-five years ago, on August 
10, 1939, President Franklin Del. 
ano Roosevelt took his pep in 
hand and signed into law a bill 
passed by the 76th Congress and 
entitled the Social Security Act 
Amendments of 1839. There was 
little fanfare or publicity concern- 
ing this event because few people 
realized that the amendments 
would ultimately affect the lives 
of nearly every American family. 

This week, on the 25th Anniver- 
sary of that legislation, Waymon 
D. Sewell, | Gulfport, Mississippi 
Social security district manager, 
described the 1939 amendments 
as the "most significant social se- 
curity changes ever enacted." He 
stated that the amendments laid 
the groundwork for the present 
social security law by providing 
for monthly benefits (beginning 
January 1940) not only for retired 
workers, but also for the de- 
pendents of retired workers and 
deceased workers. 

"The 1989 amendments, said 
Sewell, "made social security a 
family program rather than one 
for retired workers alone. Since 
then, the program has come a long 

vay toward realizing the goal set 
or i in the 1939 and subsequent 
nondments, that of providing 
asic protection against loss of 
n's when the family bread. 

"nn^r becomes disabled or re. 
ires in old age. Today, 9 out of 
'0 working people are building 
»rotection for themselves and 
their families under the social se- 
curity law." 

Sewell noted that more than 100 
billion dollars in benefits, about 
80 billion to survivors of deceased 
workers, have been paid in the 
period January 1940 through June 
1964. The above figures do not 
include any benefits awarded un- 
der the disability provisions of the 
Social security program. 

According to Sewell, more than 
19 million people now receive 
monthly social security benefits, 
and the total will reach 20 million 
early in 1965. Locally 1,570 Han- 
cock County residents are receiv- 
ing social security benefits each 
month totalling more than $90, 
550. 


A severely handicapped worker 
who puts off making his claim 
for social security payments risks 
losing all or part of the social 
security payments that may he 
due him. This is the information 
given today by Waymon D. Sewell, 


Star 


Social security disict manager 
in Gulfport, Mississippi, 

Disability payments under the 
program may be made retroactive 
for a maximum of 12 months be- 
fore the month a claim is filed, 
said Sewell. He went on to say 
that no disability payments are 
made for the first 6 months a 
worker is disabled. 

To get disability payments, a 
worker must meet a special disa- 
bility work requirement of the so- 
cial security law. This require. 
ment, Sewell explained, is that the 
worker have 5 years of work un- 
der social security in the 10-year 
period before he is disabled. A. 
claim for benefits must be made 
soon after the disability begins. 

In some instances, Sewell said, 
a worker who delays his claim 
more than 18 months after he is 
disabled could lose out completelg 
on disability payments. Any work. 
er who is too disabled to work and 
whose condition is not obviously 
tempora p get in touch 
with the office at 1022 32nd: Ave, 
in Gulfport "without delay. “Otily 
by doing sọ% concluded Sewell, 
“can the .worker be sure he will 
not lose Social security payments 
which are rightfully his.”
